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The  Legislature. 

The  record  of  the  present  Demo 
e  ratio  Legislature  is  unique.  There 
never  was  such  a  Legislature  before, 
and  may  we  never  look  upon  its  like 
again.'-  Its  distinguishing  marks  are 
Bourbon  ism  and  legislative  tyranny. 
As  a  destroyer  of  the  work  of  the 
preceding  Republican  Legislature  it 
has  been  a  conspicuous  success.  The 
Commissioners  of  Jurors  Law,  the 
Sunset  Election  Law,  the  Newark  and 
Jersey  City  Registration  Laws,  the 
High  License  and  Local  Option  Laws 
have  been  repealed.  But  as  a  nulli 
tier  of  elections,  by  legislative  decree, 
it  is  so  far  unexcelled.  Under  a  law 
passed  last  winter  (the  High  License 
I  local  option  Law)  five  counties  bail 
decided  that  no  liquors  should  be 
sold  within  their  borders  for  three 
years.  This  law  was  declared  consti¬ 
tutional  by  a  Supreme  Court  com 
|h*>o<1  l«rgoly  of  TWnnrraliri  judges, 
but  the  Democratic  majority  of  the 
present  Legislature  has  effectually 
reversed  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  of  the  people,  expressed 
at  the  ballot  box,  by  repealing  the 
law.  These  counties  having  voted  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor,  that 
method  of  procedure  is-  made  illegal 
and  a  new  method  of  voting  by  town 
ships  substituted.  Should  this  prove 
t.M»  greatly  restrictive  of  personal 
liliertv,  perhajis  a  subsequent  Demo¬ 
cratic  Legislature,  should  there  ever 
|H  another,  will  make  it  illegal  to 
•  vi  *ic  by  townships. 

Moreover,  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  decide  elections  by  legisla¬ 
tive  decree.  In  defiance  of  the  spirit, 
if  ii. it  the  letter  of  the  Constitution, 

I  he  Assembly  districts  of  the  State 
have  been  re  arranged  at  an  unusual 
time,  so  as  to  return  a  Democratic 
majority  of  Assemblymen,  whatever 
’may  1*  the  aggregate  Republican 
vote. 

Strong  Republican  districts  have 
Ueu  made  .stronger,  while  Demo¬ 
cratic  votes  have  been  so  distributed 
to  secure  many  districts  by  narrow 
majorities.  By  lins  method  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  politicians  hope  to  carry 
thirty  seveu  out  of  sixty  districts 
under  the  most  unfavorable  qircum 
stances.  / 

A  similar  effort  has  been  made  to 
capture  a  majority  of  Senatorial  dis 
-  tints.  A  township  lias  been  added 
to  Morris  County  to  make  it  Demo- 

dividc  Hudson  and  Erhoy  C-onnfio*  no 
a*  to  make  two  sure  Democratic 
strongholds. 

The  abolition  of  the  present  system 
of  electing  freeholders  and  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  a  smaller  board  made  up 
of  one  me tnlier  from  each  Assembly 
district  with  large  salaries,  seems  to 
haYt;,  no  letter  purpose  than  to'  make 
the  Board  surely  Democratic.  To 
the  non  partisan  eye,  such  a  scheme 
suggests  an  intense  anxiety  for  the 
sjH.ils  of  office,  with  a  probability  of 
jobs,  frauds,  nml  wasteful  financial 
Kt-lJeniea. 

The  new  charters  for  Newark  and 
Jersey  City  are  likewise  calculated  to. 
give  new  patronage  and  power  to  the 
party  Kisses. 

It  is  worth  while  to  note  that  these 
partisan  schemes  were  passed  under 
the  crack  of  the  party  whip,  without 
the  wish  or  purpoee  to  permit  indi- 
riduftl  freedom  in  their  discussion. 
The  bosses  of  the  party  decreed  that 
it  must  K*  done  and  it  was  done.  It 
now  » « mains  for  those  who  were  not 
consulted  to  pronounce  (hem  all  very 
gomb 

1  hose  methods  of  legislation  are 
n<>t  Democratic,  unless  with  a  big  D  , 
;md  they  hardly  tend  to  increase  the 
jM.wer  or  self  respect  of  the  voter. 
They  suggest  the  existence  of  bosses 
who  inteud  to  rule,  by  legislative 
enactment  rather  Ilian  by  th$  will  of 
the  ]>eople. 

Whether  these  vast  schemes  will 
stand  the  trial  of  an  election  remains 
to  l*e  seen.  ‘The  best  laid  plans  of 
mice  and  men  aft  gang  aglee.”  The 
Dyple  are  patient,  but  the  present 
>  W  mauds  upon  their  credulity  -and 
pat  i«  nee  are  unconscionably  large. 

No  doubt  the  majority  of  Demo¬ 
cratic  voters  will  swallow  the  dose 
though  some  will  make  wry  faces  over 
it  Perhaps  some  may  think  a  party 
dominated  by  the  liquor  interests  is 
not  quite  good  enough  for  them  even 
though  it  is  labelled  Reguiar  Democ¬ 
racy. 

Time  will  tell  whether  the  present 
le  gislature  has  been  wise  in  its  gen¬ 
eration  o t  whether  it  has  neglected  a 
golden  opportunity  to  gain  the  re 
“peet  of  the  people.

CAPTURE  OF  A  DEVIL  F)SH. 

Tlir  r»nuitM  Who  Trawl  with  ilif  W*»a- 
»t«-r — .4  TriMiblenom®  Fellow. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  IJev.  W.  C. 
Bourchier.  R.  N..  chaplain  to  II.  M.  M. 
Com  us,  in  the  West  Indies,  for  thesket  h 
of  this  incident,  accompanied  by  the  f  »l 
lowing  account  of  it. 

“As  her  majesty's  ship  lay  at  anchor 
in  English  harlmr,  Antigua,  the  little 
barrel  like  buoy  that  marks  the  place  of 
the  anchor,  to  which  it  is  fastened  by  a 
four  inch  rope,  was.oliserved  to  plunge 
aK*ut  and  splash,  diving  under  the  water 
and  disappearing.  Re[»orts  of,  this  un- 
-eeiuly  be  barter  of  ou  r  bum  >*rre  n  *u- 
Teyed  to  the  officers,  who  treated  them 
with  the  cautious  suspicion  that  such  an 
unlikely  story  seemed  to  deserve.  By  1 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  Buoy 
had  danced  for  an  hour  and  a  half  and 
seemed  to  require  some  looking  after,  a 
boat  was  dispatched  to  its  assistance.  The 
cause  of  the  disturl»ance  was  then  mani¬ 
fest.  A  huge  devil  fish  hail  got  foRl  of.the 
buoy  rope,  and  there  he  was,  struggling 
away,  a) tour  six  feet  below  the  surface 
of  the  water,  with  two  good  turns  of  the 
rope  around  one  of  his  mouth  fins,  as  1 
may  call  them  for  want  of  a  bettor  name.

showed  that  each  of  them  had  a  fiat 
plate  on  the  back  of  its  head;  it  looked 
as  if  they  had  liehl  on  to  sbmething  by, 
this  sucker,  and  it  proved  that  pto  they 
do.  We  put  them  in  a  bucket  of  water, 
and  they  hung  on  to  the  sides  of  it  with 
the  back  of  their  heads  so  vigorously 
that  the  hardest  pull  could  not 
shift  their  position,  much  less  dis-. 
lodge  them:  though  when  the  bucket  was 
emptied,  they  came  off  its  side  at  a  touch.

The 
cavities  in  which  they  lodged  Wert*  his 
nostrils.  Meanwhile,  we  ‘discovertsl  the 
real  mouth  of  the  devil  fish,  three  feet 
across,  lying  between  these  cavities.  This 
enormous  mouth  is  quite  toothless;  the 
devil  lish  sucks  down  his  food  as  one 
would  an  oyster.  What  is  his  ftwkd  I  can¬ 
not  tell,  forafterl  had  finish***!  sketching 
him.  and  before  I  had  well  begun  dis¬ 
secting  him.  orders  wen*  given  to  heave 
hiiu  ovcrltoard.  as  he  was  making  the 
deck  filthy  with  the  streams  of  blo*>d  tliat 
continued  to  flow  fro***  his  dead  body. 

‘Stories  have  been  told  of  the  devil  fu.h 
taking  a  luoklt*ss  swimmer  between  his 
great  fins,  fohling  liim  in  a  dcaldly  em¬ 
brace  aiul  sinking  witn  himto  the  dept  lu, 
below;  end  this  may  be  true  enough,  but 
the  Manta  Lialtolus,  or  Manta  Uirostris, 
as  he  is  scientifically  called,  is  said  to  feed 
only  on  sea  wee*l.  At  the  same  time  lie 
is  troublesome  and  even  dangerous,  fond 
of  meddling  with  the  mooring  o^  fisher-  1 
men's  boats,  as  he  did  with  our  moorings, 
and  setting  them  adrift,  and  when  pur¬ 
sued — a  favorite  pastime  when  they  were  [ 
more  plentiful  at  Port  Royal— turning 
upon  the  boats,  and,  if  not  quickly  dis-  ' 
patched,  capsizing  them.
